"T'lTere has been trouble with the 
boiler for como time and early this 
morning John Parker, foreman of the 
plant, was called to the boiler room to 
see if it could not ha fixed. 11 waa 
found that the water supply could not 
be satisfactorily adjusted but this was 
remedied 
By tho time the tannery 


opened for the day it was thought that 
the boiler was all right. Five minutes 
before 7 o'clock Mr. .Parker entered 
the boiler room and ordered that the 
whistle be blown to start the works. 


The rope attached to the whietl.) was 


pulled and instantly there was a fear- 
ful explosion. The big iron smoke 
stack on the boiler house was blown 
high in the air and fell across the roof 
of the shop, and tho tall brick chimney 
fell in a thousand pieces, crushing the 
engineer beneath it. 


When the smoko and dust cleared 


away a scene of wreck and ruin was re- 
vealed. Men hurried from all parts of 
the town and the work of removing 
those buried under the ruins was com- 
menced immediately 
The 
piteous 


cries of the injured pinned undt-r the 
debris urged there!<uem on to rapid 
work and in a short time the bodies of 
four men had been removed and rive of 
tho injured had been taken out. II 
was then found that one of tho two 
boilers had been b'own to pieces, com 
pletelv wrecking ths.boiler house and 
demolishing several sheds near by. 
Tho head of the boiler fell 300 yards 
from the tannery and the boiler tubes 
were scattered in every direction. 


The falling chimney and smokettack 


principally wrecked tho tannery build- 
ing itself, and the structure will have 
to be rebuilt. It is not known how 
many men were in the tannery when 
the explosion occured, bat when the 
roll of employes was c died shortly he- 
fore 11 o'clock, saven men were miss- 
ing 
It ia not known whether or not 


they had begun work when the acci- 
dent happened 
The fire department 


'vas called out promptly and ihe work 
of removing the wreckage and taking 
out the dead and iijured was carried 
on under the direction of the fire chief. 
The tannery is a three story brick 
building and is fully insured 
The 


boilers, which are of 150 horss power 
ware 'ntpected only vesti-nlay and de- 
clared to te all right. It is believed 
that the explosion was caused by the 
exhaustion of water in the boilor.
